CLEVELAND TO STUDENTS.

LECTURES ON 1HE
PRESIDENT.

| EX«PRESIDENT
} OFFICE OF

His Subject “The Independence of the Ex-
1 esoutive” and His Remarks Based on His
H Own Experience in the White House
| The Audience Large and Appreciative.

Prisceros, N, J., April O.—Ex-President
Oleveland deliverad before the students of
Princoton University thisevening the first of his
two lectures In the course founded last year by
Stafford Littls of Trenton. Owing to the num-
ber of applieations for tickets of admigsion
from the undergraduates the committse in
chargn, at almost the last minute, epened the
Jectures to all students of the university lo-
stead of limiting them to the senlors and
Juniors us was contemplated at first. To ao-
commodato the crowd, the place of delivery
was changed from University Hall to Alexander
Hall and the Inrge auditorium was filled to the
. doors, The pit was taken for the most part by
members of the faculty and Board of Trustees
and by invited guests, while the gallery was
filledt with students, who manifested great in-
terest in what the ex-President eaid. President
Patten introduced the speaker and in a few
remarks volced the appreciation by theuniver-
| Wity of the honor that Mr. Cleveland conferred
| on it,

, As M. Cleveland stepped forward he was
greeted  with loud applause by the under-
graduates. He spoke In a firm, clear volce,
which could be heard distinctly in all parts of
| the ha!l, After acknowledging the greeting he
| announead as the sulnsct of his lecturs, “The
Independence of the kKxecutive,” saying that
he proposed to comment on the office of Pres!-
dent of the United States and upon some inel-
dents of & publiec nature made familiar to him
by his incumbency of that office. To-morrow
| evening he will lecture on the same subject
: and will treat of the part his Administration
played in giving to the Executive more inde-
| pen {ence.
Mr. Cleveland bugan by speaking of the in-
! dictment presented by the original thirteen
I colonies agalnst the oppressiva exercise of ex-
ecutive power by the King of Great Britain.
“The coloniats,” he sald, “dreaded a repetition
of these abuses through the powers that might
devolve upon an American President. Thus
the Articles of Confederation provided for no
executive head, but in the Constitutional Con-
vantion ten years later it was conceded that if
the experiment of popular government was to
ba suceessful, an executive branch, iuvested
| with power and responsibility, must ba one of
{ta essential factors.

“In the scheme of our national government,
as then established. the President {s vrefmi-
[ nently the ppople’s office. The lawa passed by
| Congress ure inert and vain without executive
| impulse, and the Faderal eourts pass upon the

| right of the citizen only when their aid s oc-

| easionally invoked; but under the conati.
tutional mandate that the President ‘shall take
care that the laws be faithfully axeented,’
avery citigan is constantly within the protec-
[ tion and restraint of tha executive power
| Furthermore, it isonly in the selection of tha
President that the body of the American people
L ean by nny possibility act together and directly
in the equipment of thelr national government,
| Tothe wizdom of the men who composed the
| eonvention wa are indebted for the creation of
an executive devartment, !imited against any
possible danger of usurpation of tyranny, but
| at the same time strong and independent
within (ts [imitations."
